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Councils to 
play vital 
role in bid 
for savings 

PARISH councils and com¬ 
munities in the Oswestry 
area have a vital role to play 
in finding ways of saving 
taxpayers’ money without 
hard-hitting cuts, Shrop¬ 
shire council area commis¬ 
sioner Tim Smith told a 
meeting in Llanymynech on 
Tuesday. 

Simple changes such as 
not doubling up on grass 
cutting or using local compa¬ 
nies to do council house 
repairs could help plug the 
huge hole in public finances 
he told St Oswald and 
Llanymynech local joint 
committee. 

Residents told of contrac¬ 
tors arriving in three vans 
from the other side of the 
county to repair council bun¬ 
galows in Llynclys. 

Others talked of verges on 
the A483 trunk road in the 
Llanymynech and Pant area 
with one patch neatly cut by 
the parish council, while 
next to it on Highways 
Authority land the grass is 
four feet high. 

Mr Smith said his job in 
the difficult financial cli¬ 
mate was to work with 
parish and town councils 
and other agencies to iden¬ 
tify key services deemed 
vital in neighbourhoods. 

“We then need to look at 
how we can deliver what we 
need more cheaply and how 
we can do that by working 
together,” he said. 

“The public sector is used 
to working in isolation but 
we simply have to forget 
about being institutionalised 
and instead work together.”

VILLAGE NAME ROW 
COULD GO TO VOn 


A HUGE row which has broken out over the name of a village could 
be settled once and for all by its residents. 

Llansanffraid-ym-Mechain was spelled Llansantffraid since the mid-1800s, 
until the ‘t’ was dropped by Powys County Council in 2008, claiming it was cor¬ 
recting a mistake. 

Now the community council on the Powys/Shropshire border wants the original spelling 
reinstated and plan to poll residents. But this angered one of the original name-change 
campaigners. 

The community council will vote on Monday night on proposals to carry out a poll of all 
the village residents and is expected to give them a choice of three options. 

The council plans to ask voters to chose Llansanffraid, Llansantffraid or to have the vil¬ 
lage signposted with both spellings. 


Powys County Council argued that when 
it made the change in 2008, it was correcting 
a mistake dating back to the mid-1800s, 
when a translation described Celtic Saint 
Brigit as a man, rather than a woman. 

Retired vet Rhys Owen, who campaigned 
for the name change, has now launched an 
attack on the community council, claiming 
that councillors had failed to respond when 
Powys asked for consultation and were now 
in ‘denial’. 

“Community councillors were not reason¬ 
able and sensible. They were in denial and 
continued to accuse Powys County Council 
that they had not been consulted until 2012 
when the proof that they had simply ignored 
the letter of consultation, came to light,” he 
said. 

Community council chairman Dennis 
Edwards said Monday’s meeting would dis¬ 
cuss the poll procedure. 

“The result of the poll will give us a man¬ 
date to go back to Powys County Council, he 
said. 

“It will be an open and transparent poll 
and those for and against the changed 
spelling will have to bow to public opinion. 
It is a democratic process.” 

County Councillor Gwynfor Thomas said 
he had met with senior county council offi-

cers and the poll was recognised as the best 
way to resolve the situation. 

“With some adopting the new spelling 
and others using the old way there is a lot 
of confusion,” he said. 

“With the DVLA you are given an option 
but I have heard of villagers who have 
encountered problems when applying for 
passports and with bank details.” 

A PCC spokesman said Llansantffraid 
Community Council was consulted when 
work to change the name was carried out to 
create a list of place names between 2000 
and 2002 working with the Welsh Place 
Name Standardisation Committee. 

The committee is a national body led by 
the Welsh Language Board, Welsh Assembly 
Government, the Ordnance Survey, aca¬ 
demics and local authorities. 

“Community councils were consulted as 
part of the original standardisation work, 
Llansantffraid Community Council 
acknowledged the work but did not com¬ 
ment on the proposals,” said John Evans for 
the council.

He said he feels vehicles 
regularly break the speed 
limit in the village and 
wants better policing and 
better signage on the roads. 

“We want better policing 
of Trefonen’s very fast road; 
a better and safer crossing; 
better signage for 30mph 
signs; maybe a new road lay¬ 
out with speed bumps; and 
we want to achieve a safer 
road where people drive 
through our village at the 
correct speed. 

“Something needs to be 
done before someone is not 
as lucky as Grace.”

Farmer fined 
for breaking 
TB move laws 

FARMERS across mid-Wales have been 
warned to adhere to strict rules designed to 
eradicate tuberculosis following the sentenc¬ 
ing of a Llansilin farmer who disregarded 
the rules. 

Powys County Council’s trading stan¬ 
dards service issued the warning after suc¬ 
cessfully prosecuting David Allan Jones of 
Lawnt Farm, Llansilin, near Oswestry. 

And the agricultural community is now 
being strongly advised about the importance 
of adhering to the Welsh Government’s 
bovine tuberculosis eradication programme 
and related legislation. 

Jones was prosecuted under the Tubercu¬ 
losis (Wales) Order 2010 and The Tubercu¬ 
losis (England) Order 2007, which require 
that cattle must be pre-movement tested. 

He was fined a total of £1,784 after admit¬ 
ting six offences under The Tuberculosis 
(Wales) Order 2010 at Llandrindod Wells 
Magistrates Court. 

Wales’ chief veterinary officer, Dr Chris- 
tianne Glossop, said: “This behaviour of this 
individual is completely unacceptable and 
could jeopardise the TB eradication pro¬ 
gramme. 

“Farmers realise that everyone must play 
their part if we are to succeed in our efforts 
to eradicate the disease.” 

The council’s Trading Standards Service 
monitored the movement of untested TB 
cattle and discovered that some cattle were 
being purchased from TB exempt markets 
and taken to a farm holding, which was not 
a permitted destination. 


At a meeting in Llanymynech on Tues¬ 
day night, anti pylon protestor, Martin 
Clare, warned that National Grid officials 
could soon be crossing the border into 
Shropshire. 

Speaking to the St Oswald and 
Llanymynech local joint committee Mr 
Clare said it had been expected that the 
detailed route for the pylons, within 200 
metres, would be announced at the end of 
July. 

“But with the problems of access in 
Montgomeryshire, holding things up I 
don’t think that this timetable will be 
met,” he said. 

Problems 

Another campaigner, Charles Green, 
said that following bailiff problems in 
Wales the Welsh NFU and National Grid 
had drawn up a code of conduct for allow¬ 
ing access onto land. 

“I hope that the same type of agree¬ 
ment can be worked out with the 
National Grid and the NFU in Shrop¬ 
shire,” he said. 

Mr Clare said the pylon route was due 
to skirt the edge of the village of 
Llanymynech. 

But he said the village could also be 
affected by heavy vehicles taking turbine 
blades and other equipment for the con¬ 
struction of wind farms in Mid Wales. 

Llanymynech and Pant are villages 
split in half by the A483 trunk road. 

The road has been earmarked as a 
route for transporting construction mate¬ 
rials to the wind farms. 

Test journeys by large vehicles have 
already taken place across Wales to see if 
the roads are suitable for construction 
traffic.

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School reveals refurbishment plans 


OSWESTRY School has announced 
plans to refurbish ageing dormitories 
which look as though they are from 
“an age of boarding long since aban¬ 
doned”. 

The school, founded in 1407, and 
one of the oldest non-denominational 
schools in the country, says the revamp 
of its Chirk and Stokesay dormitories 
is part of wider investment which will 
also include a new artificial sports 
pitch, plans for which have been lodged 
with Shropshire Council. 

Planning documents say the dormi¬ 


tories are in a Grade II listed building 
at the school’s Upper Brook Street site. 

They add: “The dormitories have 
the look associated with an age of 
boarding long since abandoned as 
acceptable by the independent school 
sector. Parents and pupils now expect 
that proper rooms will be provided 
with adequate heating, lighting and 
power for electronic recreational 
devices. 

“Moreover, the accommodation 
must meet the exacting standards 
demanded for residential accommoda¬ 


tion and will be inspected regularly by 
the local fire and rescue service and the 
Commission for Social Care Inspection. 

“It is a requirement that the school 
be, in all respects, compliant with, or 
at least planning to comply with, all 
relevant legislation and standards. 

“In order to ensure compliance with 
the exacting requirements of the CSCI 
inspections, the school have resolved to 
upgrade all residential accommoda¬ 
tion.” 

Shropshire Council hopes to make a 
decision on the application by July 23. 


Police fight to tackle 
drinking on town streets

ONE of the area’s youngest women in business has opened 
her fourth sweet shop - despite being just seven years old. 

Mollie Price already has her name on sweet shops in 
Welshpool’s Broad Street, Shrewsbury’s Pride Hill Shop¬ 
ping Centre , and Newtown’s Bear Lanes Shopping Centre. 

And on Monday the doors opened at the new Mollies shop 
in Bailey Street, Oswestry, after receiving final approval 
from Mollie, who goes to Buttington & Trewern Primary 
School. 

The shop is run with the help of mum Becky, who said 
the new shop was something the family had been thinking 
about for some time. 

“We’ve got shops in Shrewsbury, Welshpool and Newtown 
so it was just our catchment area and there is an opening 
for sweetie traders,” she said. 

“We have always wanted to come to Oswestry but Sweet 
Dreams was here and we’d never step on someone else’s 
toes. They closed and we saw an opening. 

“Mollie has given her seal of approval. She loves it. She 
was here on Sunday to look around before we opened. For 
seven years old she helps and does the stocking up and 
comes to the wholesalers every week.” 

The shop stocks British and American sweets - mostly 
pick and mix - as well as chocolate, ice cream and slush, 
and Mrs Price said she had seen a steady stream of cus¬ 
tomers since opening the doors. “We’ve been getting it 
ready for a week so people walking past have seen us, so it’s 
nice that they’re just popping in,” she said. 


ANTI-SOCIAL behaviour and drink- 
related problems are affecting the 
lives of people in a Welshpool, civic 
leaders and police have said.

People who drink will be 
asked to move on or face 
prosecution while police 
patrols will also be 
increased.

Constable Lyndsay Sweet- 
man said: “Notices have 
been prepared and placed in 
the key locations within 
Welshpool town that have 
been identified as areas fre¬ 
quented by street drinkers. 

“These include, Puzzle 
Square, Broad Street, Spar, 
and the Canalside. 

“Leaflets will also be dis¬ 
tributed to anyone found 
drinking alcohol on the 
street, requesting they move 
and outlining offences they 
can be prosecuted for. 

“We will also be carrying 
out high visibility patrols 
and anyone found commit¬ 
ting offences will be dealt 
with appropriately. 

“If anyone experiences 
problems of anti social 
behaviour arising from 
street drinking I would urge 
them to contact their local 
Neighbourhood Policing 
Team on 101.”

A PROPOSED housing development at 
Morda will not create a flood risk despite 
residents’ worries, planning papers lodged 
with council bosses claim.

A: You cannot insist that your husband agrees to put your name on the title deeds, even though you are married. If your husband agrees 
to gift a share to you, the Lender can be asked to consent to the transfer of the mortgage and consent to registration of a transfer of the 
property into joint names. Many Lenders register a Restriction on the register of title which prevents you transferring the property into joint 
names without their consent. 

If the mortgage is transferred into joint names you will be jointly and severally liable for the mortgage debt. A solicitor will deal with the 
Transfer of the mortgage and Transfer of Equity of the property from your Husband’s sole name to your joint names. 

Under the law in England & Wales there are two ways in which freehold or leasehold property can be owned in joint names - as ‘joint 
tenants’ or as ‘tenants in common’. These are technical legal terms and you should take advice on which method of holding the property is 
best for you. 

If you hold the property as ‘tenants in common’ you will each own a share in the property (equal or unequal) which will form part of your 
estate. On death your share will pass under the terms of your Will or pursuant to the rules of intestacy. It remains very important for both of 
you to make a Will.

Powys County Council 
accepted this perfectly rea¬ 
sonable guidance and in 
2001 undertook a consulta¬ 
tion with all community 
councils, including Llansanf- 
fraid where receipt of the 
letter was minuted on 25th 
June 2001. In the absence of 
dissent, the county council 
adopted in 2003 that the 
spelling was now Llansanf- 
fraid. 

In 2010 the councillors 
accused Powys County 
Council of not consulting 
them. Naturally officials at 
County Hall were concerned 
and without proof that the 
original letter had been 
received, they apologised 
and went to a great deal of 
time, effort and expense to 
explain the background, 
decision process and the 
logic for the decision, hoping 
Llansanffraid Community 
Council would accept a sen¬ 
sible decision was made. 

But Llansanffraid Com¬ 
munity Councillors contin¬ 
ued to accuse Powys County 
Council that they had not 
been consulted until 2012 
when the proof that they 
had simply ignored the let¬ 
ter from Powys, came to 
light. 

The public may simply 
say that the Community 
Council is at best inept and 
forgetful and at worst; well, 
the reader can reach their 
own conclusion.

THOUSANDS of people flocked to Welshpool to enjoy an air show 
held in memory of a pilot who died in a plane crash. 

The second Bob Jones Memorial Air Show was held in Welshpool with displays from a 
Vulcan, Lancaster, Spitfire, Tycoon, Hurricane and Chinook impressing crowds of people 
who attended the event at the Mid Wales Airport. 

Mr Jones, 60, who owned the airport, died when the Piper Navajo plane he was in 


crashed on Long Mountain, near Welshpool,

on January 18 last year. Former easyJet pilot 
Steve Carr, 55, from Ruthin, North Wales, 
also died in the crash. The two men were 
flying around the area when they hit cloud 
covered trees. 

The event was attended by an estimated 
8,000 people - up to 3,000 more than organ¬ 
isers had expected - which could have been 
caused by the Cosford Air Show over the 
border being sold out from 9.30am. 

Robert Robinson, Welshpool Town Coun¬ 
cil clerk, which helps support the event, said 
the extra crowds were most welcome. 

He said: “The air displays were some¬ 
thing to be seen, fantastic. However, the 
numbers did bring their own problems in 
that extra toilets had to be brought in early 
afternoon. Why the numbers were up is not 
a mystery, as Cosford were sold out and 
were turning people away at 9.30am in the 
morning. We estimate that around 3,000 of 
them came onto Welshpool instead.” 

Before the event, organisers had asked 
people to support the show by paying to get 
into the airfield rather than watching from 
nearby hills and fields. 

More than 100 classic vintage vehicles 
were also on show, while flight simulators, 
static displays, food and refreshment stalls, 
go karts, bouncy castle, Mid Wales Model 
Boat Club with their sailing pond, face 
painting and a walkabout entertainer kept 
the crowds smiling.

RANDOM spot checks will be 
carried out on motorists in the 
Welshpool area as part of a 
Powys-wide summer drink and 
drug drive campaign. 

Dyfed Powys Police said officers will be 
stopping drivers at all times of the day to 
carry out breath tests and look for signs of 
possible drug taking. 

The month-long crackdown saw 2,273 
motorists stopped for a breath test in the 
force area last year, with 79 failing or refus¬ 
ing the test. 

Susan Storch, Dyfed Powys Police road 
safety officer and chairman of Road Safety 
Wales, said it is vital that people do not 
drink if they plan on driving - even the 
morning after a night out. 

She said: “Our advice is that if you’re 
expecting to drink alcohol during the sum¬ 
mer season, plan how to get home without 
driving. 

“If you’re drinking at a barbecue be 
aware that you may not know how much 
you are consuming and don’t offer an alco¬ 
holic drink to someone you know is planning 
to drive and don’t accept a lift from a driver 
you know has drunk alcohol. 

“Be aware that you may still be over the 
legal limit the following day - the only safe 
way is to either drink or drive not both.” 

The crackdown is being supported by all 
four Welsh forces and will last until the end 
of June. 

Mrs Storch added: “Any amount of alco¬ 
hol affects your ability to drive and this is 
what people need to understand. 

“It’s not possible to say how much alcohol 
you can drink and stay below the limit so if 
you’re driving it’s better not to take the 
risk - don’t drink anything at all. 

“The consequences can be devastating 
not only for you the driver, but other inno¬ 
cent people on the road.”

Nature reserve is named 
as a Coronation Meadow

Ty Brith will become a Coronation Meadow. 


A NATURE reserve near the Shropshire/Welsh border has been named 
as a Coronation Meadow in a project to celebrate 60 years since the 
coronation of Queen Elizabeth. 

Ty Brith, near Four Crosses, is a small nature reserve of four fields and is 
already a Site of Special Scientific Interest. 

The 14-acre site is probably the largest group of unimproved hay meadows in Mont¬ 
gomeryshire, according to wildlife experts. 

The coronation project aims to identify flower-rich meadows in every county of the UK 

and to use harvested seed to restore new 
meadows within those counties and 
secure the UK’s wildflower heritage for 
the next 60 years. 

Ty Brith was announced as one of the 
first 60 flagship meadows by Prince 
Charles at a ceremony at Highgrove last 
Thursday. 

The reserve is owned by Mont¬ 
gomeryshire Wildlife Trust and its chair¬ 
man Bob William attended the launch. 

He said: “For our nature reserve, Ty 
Brith, to be chosen as an outstanding 
example of a traditional flower-rich 
meadow in Montgomeryshire is fantas¬ 
tic news for us and for the staff, mem¬ 
bers and volunteers who make such an 
effort to protect and support wildlife.” 

Ty Brith is rich in many species of 
grasses, wildflowers, insects and butter¬ 
flies and is home to the rare green¬ 
winged orchid. 

The meadow also offers protection for 
small mammals such as field mice and 
shrews and for ground nesting birds like 
skylark and meadow pipit. 

Montgomeryshire Wildlife Trust has 
already been using seed harvested from 
this site to reseed other meadows within 
its nature reserves and has sold seed to 
private landowners for their own 
species-rich grassland creation project.

Disabled mother cleared in 
£11,000 benefit fraud case 


A MOTHER with a rare muscle wasting disease who was filmed working in a 
burger van by undercover investigators has been cleared of benefit fraud 
charges. 

Patricia Massey, who lives near Oswestry and suffers with Charcot-Marie-Tooth disease, 
had her benefits stopped for almost two years as part of a long-running investigation into 
whether she had failed to notify the Department for Work and Pensions about a change in 
her circumstances. 

The 43-year-old was found not guilty of two counts of failing to notify the DWP in connection to her 
Disability Living Allowance and Income Support payments at Shrewsbury Magistrates Court. 

An investigation into her circumstances was carried out after the DWP were tipped off that she was

Plans to protect 
flood-hit homes 

FLOOD-hit homes and roads could be better 
protected in future during heavy rainfall as 
part of plans being drawn up by experts.

Councillor Barry Thomas, cabinet member 
responsible for land drainage at Powys County 
Council, said: “Most residents in Powys will, 
I’m sure, have some concerns about the UK’s 
changing weather patterns. 

“Increasing rainfall means it’s not just the 
main rivers that swell and can flood, tributar¬ 
ies, streams, ditches and drains can also over¬ 
flow and our roads can and do become 
waterlogged.”

The charges related to £7,717.35 of Disability Living 
Allowance and £4,101.19 of Income Support claimed 
between June 2, 2010 and November 2, 2011. 

Incurable 

But the court heard from consultant orthopaedic 
surgeon Jonathan Dwyer, who said Miss Massey’s con¬ 
dition was not improving and is incurable. 

He said the tasks she was shown carrying out in the 
video were ones she was capable of, while her walking 
was slower than an ordinary person and she had to 
lean on sides in the burger van to stop stumbling. 

Miss Massey, of Nut Tree Farm, Llynclys, near 
Oswestry, said she worked unpaid at the van as a 
favour to a friend and to get out of the house, where 
she looks after her two parents. 

She said that she had not informed the DWP about 
the job as she had not considered her circumstances 
had changed, because her painkiller medication had 
not altered and the condition had not improved. 

After deliberating for about an hour, magistrates 
found her not guilty. Alwyn Lewis, chairman of the 
bench, said the medical evidence given by Mr Dwyer 
had been ‘compelling’.

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Jumping Jimny an off-road joy

I have a friend who does a lot of off- 
roading, including some pretty tough 
driving challenges. And this female has 
a fair income to fund her hobby, so she 
can afford pretty much whatever she 
wants to drive. 

Her choice? A cheap and cheerful Suzuki Jimny. 

“It’s compact which means I can get just about anywhere I 
want to squeeze, it’s chunky and copes with the bumps and 
grinds, and because it hasn’t cost me the earth I won’t wince if 
I do any damage,” she explained. 

So when I got the latest Jimny on test, I took her out for a bit 
of a spin - well not quite literally. A quick trip to her home to 
pick her up proved the other thing she told me, it’s not that hot 


on roads and is a bit basic. Well they do say you get what you 
pay for. On the other hand, she added, because it is small you 
can park it in some very tight places if you pop into town to do 
some shopping. 

And so off we trundled across the fields at her home. Some 
fair slopes, a lot of mud and tyres that were not specifically for 
off-road, proved to me just what the car can do. For a car so 
small it copes magnificently with bumps although on the road 
the ride can be a little tough. We had a great deal of fun and 
Jenny is now upgrading her old Jimny. 

Jimny has a neat and practical look and since sales began 
in 1998, it has accumulated a loyal following of repeat cus¬ 
tomers who enjoy a quirky alternative to a supermini or 
crossover SUV. 

The 1.3 litre engine may appear small but it gives lively per¬ 
formance and decent fuel economy. Maximum torque is deliv¬ 
ered from as low as 2,500rpm, which Jimny the kind of flexible 
driving character and pulling power that makes it so good off 
road. The seats give good support, especially needed for those 
driving challenges. 

There’s a good level of standard equipment across two trim 
levels: SZ3 and SZ4. 


The entry level SZ3 models include; front fog lamps, roof 
rails, remote central locking, ABS with EBD, push button selec¬ 
table four-wheel drive with high and low ratios and automatic 
freewheeling hubs. 

SZ4 models add even more specification as standard includ¬ 
ing air conditioning; 10 spoke 15in alloy wheels, latest design 
seat trim with ‘Jimny’ badging to front seat facings, black and 
silver-finish roof rails, leather steering wheel trim, chrome plated 
interior door handles and rear privacy glass. 

Mirrors 

The driving position is high and commands an excellent all¬ 
round view. All on board enjoy plenty of headroom, increasing 
the sense of spaciousness created by the large glass area. 
Rearward visibility is aided by large, electrically operated door 
mirrors and a spare wheel mounted low on the rear door. 

Since its launch in 1998, Jimny’s separate, full box-section 
chassis has established a strong reputation for durability and 
toughness. 

The rigid front and rear axles are attached to the chassis by 
a three-link arrangement, with an anti-roll bar fitted at the front.

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BMW keep tin top for sporty Z4 


By Ian Donaldson 


It took a glass or two of fine red over 
dinner to loosen the tongue of a very 
senior car company salesperson, who 
declared with venom “We’ll never 
make another of those.” 

He was talking about the convertible version of his com¬ 
pany’s big selling hatch, using a clever but complicated 
steel folding roof to morph the car from closed to open. 

Far too much trouble, with motors stopping with the roof 
half up (or down) and too many leaks onto customers’ 
expensive dresses when it rained. Never again! 

None of which is meant to apply to any of the following 
words. They concern the latest version of a sporty BMW 
with a magic metal roof; the villain in the car park was not 
a BMW and you can’t buy one new any longer. 

Style 

Other car makers seem to be losing their love affair with 
metal folding tops and reverting to canvas, on the grounds 
of cost, reliability and style. It’s hard to make a tin top look 
good when so much room has to be made to hold the roof 
when it’s down. 

Dumpy bottoms seem almost unavoidable, and a long 
way from the sporty svelteness you can bet the designer 
had in mind. They play havoc with boot space when 
they’re folded, too. 

So well done BMW for making the Z4 look good, open 
or closed. It remains a complicated way to let the sun in, 
though, and the boot is tiny with the roof folded away. 

BMW has had to devise a special opening feature to 
maximise the boot opening aperture when the roof is 
down, involving a balletic sequence of whirring panels. 
Clever but slow and pointing up the compromise needed 
for the feeling of security a metal top provides. 

But enough of the practicalities; the Z4 has just under¬ 
gone the gentlest of mid-life makeovers, with white eye¬ 
brows over the headlights and chrome flicks on the side 
gills that give the car some of its sportiness in profile. 

And, yes, hardly anyone will notice. Bigger news if

you’re looking for a new Z4 is the choice of a less powerful 
engine that cuts £2,100 off the price and makes it the least 
expensive of BMW’s roadsters. 

The £27,610 Z4 sDrivel 8i uses a detuned version of the 
same 2.0 litre engine you’ll find in the more expensive 
sDrive20i, with 30 fewer horses. I know the 18i ought to 
be a 1.8 litre engine but BMW long ago stopped playing 
the logical badge game. 

Tempted 

Performance is blunted a bit, but the silliness of the offi¬ 
cial tests have both power plants producing identical 
economy and emissions figures. 

You can pay up to £45,795 for a Z4 but a solid 80 per 
cent of buyers have opted for the 20i and it will be inter¬ 
esting to see how many are now tempted to save a little 
cash at ordering time. 

If they tick the box for leather upholstery they’ll find the 
bill increasing by £1,055, which neatly halves the price 
advantage over the dearer, more powerful 20i, which has 


cowhide as standard. Standard kit includes a DAB radio 
and xenon headlights. 

On the road you’ll discover a car with mildly over-sensi¬ 
tive steering, a slightly notchy gearbox (and cramped 
space around the pedals) but with a properly sporty low 
slung feel and a severe but beautifully built approach to 
two-person indulgent transport. 

With the sun shining and roof stowed, this cheapest way 
to a Z4 makes sense.

Setting standard for the sector 


BMW is taking the sports activity 
vehicle (SAV) even further into 
the realms of luxury cars with the 
introduction of the new, third-gen¬ 
eration X5. 

BMW invented the concept of the 
SAV with the original X5 and is the 
global market leader in the segment, 
with more than 1.3 million sales of the 
previous two models. 

The newX5, which goes on sale in the UK from 
November 16, delivers major advances in design, 
luxury, comfort, versatility, efficiency, driving 
pleasure, safety and connectivity. It will be avail¬ 
able with five TwinPower Turbo engines - four 
diesel and one petrol - a standard eight-speed 
automatic transmission and the option of two or 
four-wheel drive (sDrive and xDrive). In the UK it 
will be offered in SE or M Sport specifications. 

BMW coined the phrase ‘sports activity vehicle’ 
because it perfectly summarises the character of 
the X5 - a car with the all-roads, all-weather capa¬ 
bilities and the space and versatility of an SUV, 
with the driving enjoyment of a BMW. Those qual¬ 


ities are further advanced with the TwinPower 
Turbo engines, standard eight-speed automatic 
transmission and suspension personalisation 
options of the new model. 

At the same time these are accompanied by 
significant reductions in fuel consumption and 
C02 emissions as a result of a raft of EfficientDy- 
namics technologies. All engines already meet 
the EU6 emissions standard not due to be intro¬ 
duced until September 2014. 

The range will initially be made up of the 
xDrive30d, M50d and xDrive50i. 

The 3.0-litre six-cylinder xDrive30d is 19 per 
cent more fuel efficient, with economy improved 
by 7.4mpg and CO 2 reduced by 33g/km - 
despite power and torque increases of 13hp and 
20Nm. The M50d, powered by a three-stage sin¬ 
gle turbo version of the 3.0-litre six-cylinder 
engine, is 12 per cent more efficient. 

Consumption is reduced by 4.5mpg and CO 2 
emissions down by 22g/km, while maintaining its 
high power and torque outputs. The xDrive50i 
has a new-generation 4.4-litre V8 engine now 
incorporating VALVETRONIC variable valve tim¬ 
ing as well as twin turbochargers. Power is 
improved by 10 per cent (41 hp) and there has 
been a 50Nm increase in torque, but consump¬ 


tion falls by 20 per cent (4.6mpg) and C02 emis¬ 
sions have been cut by 50g/km compared with 
the previous engine. 

These three engines will be joined at the end 
of the year by a four-cylinder diesel - taking 
advantage of the newXS’s considerably reduced 
weight and another six-cylinder diesel. 

New 

The 2.0-litre four-cylinder turbodiesel engine is 
new to the X5 and appears in the sole two-wheel 
drive model, the sDrive25d, and the xDrive25d, 
which provisionally achieve fuel economy of 
50.4mpg and 47.9mpg respectively. The respec¬ 
tive provisional CO 2 figures are 149g/km and 
155g/km. The xDrive40d, with a twin-turbo 3.0- 
litre in-line six-cylinder diesel engine, is expected 
to have average fuel consumption of 44.1 mpg 
with CO 2 emissions of 169g/km. 

All versions come with an eight-speed auto¬ 
matic transmission.

Warning 
issued on 
thefts from 
vehicles 

THIEVES are stealing cat¬ 
alytic convertors from vehi¬ 
cles in mid Wales because of 
their high scrap metal 
value, police have warned. 

Dyfed Powys Police said a 
number of thefts have been 
reported across the area in 
the last year, with vehicles 
with high ground clearance, 
such as people carriers, 4x4s 
and commercial vans being 
specifically targeted. 

The convertors can be 
worth up to £60 on the 
black market, Inspector 
Eric Evans said. 

He said generally the big¬ 
ger the vehicle, the bigger 
the catalytic convertor or 
the possibility that it may 
be fitted with two conver¬ 
tors. 

“In the last few months a 
number of offences have 
been reported,” he added. 

“Offences have been com¬ 
mitted in of public areas, 
residential roads and also in 
vehicle dealerships. 

“While the theft of the 
converter can net the 
offender in excess of £60 per 
vehicle, the costs to the 
owner to replace the item 
can run into several hun¬ 
dred pounds coupled with 
the inconvenience of the 
vehicle being off the road. 

“And because an owner 
won’t notice anything’s 
been taken until they drive 
the vehicle it can be difficult 
to know when the offence 
has happened.”

Thumbs up for evolution 
theory in the Red Panda 


IT was around 11am when I had fin¬ 
ished cleaning out the mongooses 
(I’ve always wanted to say ‘mon¬ 
geese’ but grammar alas dictates I 
do otherwise), and was ‘prepping’ 
the piranhas’ lunch. 

This basically involved defrosting various 
luckless shrimp species and slicing up a few very 
smelly fish. 

If there was ever a good time for a distraction 
whilst handling a sharp knife, my nose 
screamed that this would be it... and there was. 
The Zoo radio crackled into life. A report had 
come through that a free-roaming group of mar¬ 
mosets had taken the seemingly suicidal deci¬ 
sion to enter the Red Pandas’ enclosure. Cute 
and cuddly they may look, but they are a 
mustelid and are capable of using their very 
sharp teeth and claws whenever they feel 
inclined. Since my department was closest to 
the Pandas, I left the cutting board and went to 
investigate with my colleague. 

Interesting 

Sure enough when we arrived, an attack had 
occurred. Two marmosets lay at the bottom of 
the enclosure, the Red Pandas, having seen off 
the rest of the troop, had returned on high, up 
their tree. We went in. I offered my shirt as a 
blanket for the most seriously bitten marmoset, 
we delivered our charges to the vets on-site, I 
was re-united with my shirt and we returned to 
our normal duties. 

Half an hour later I began to itch a little. A 
further half hour and I was seriously uncomfort¬ 
able. I removed my shirt again. It was flea-rid¬ 
den. 

My encounter with the Red Pandas was mem¬ 
orable but a recent bit of science shows that 
their natural history is rather interesting. Both 
Red Pandas and their more well known cousins, 
the Giant Pandas exhibit a “false thumb”. This

is in actuality a carpal bone, the radial sesamoid, 
which has been enlarged and functions as an 
opposable thumb. However the two panda species 
are not in fact closely related. Red Pandas belong 
to the superfamily Musteloidea whereas the 
Giant Panda belongs to the bears or Ursidae. 

The false thumb of the giant panda, although 
remarkably similar to that of the Red, probably 
evolved for manipulating bamboo. Whereas the 
false thumbs of the red panda more likely evolved 
as an aid for arboreal locomotion. 

It is thought that the red panda only secondar¬ 
ily developed its ability for item manipulation, as 
is evident from watching them today and thus we 
can witness one of the most dramatic cases of con¬ 
vergent evolution known in the animal kingdom. 

We may struggle to find a dextrous red panda 
in Shropshire but other members of the 
Musteloidea family are everywhere in early sum¬ 
mer. In fact many of our mammal species in the 
county belong to this family. From badgers to 
stoats, weasels to polecats, mink to otters; they’re 
all in it together. 

And although the new scientific evidence link¬ 
ing the convergent evolution of the pandas came 
about mainly through fossil records, as previously 
stated in these columns, all you need to be is 
patient and observant and you yourself can help 
in the study of such animals. Our very own otters 
have been filmed by local naturalist Ted Barber, 
exhibiting new behaviour and if you’re interested 
the film can be viewed on my website at:

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Historian unearths author's story

IN Victorian Rhydycroesau, 
the Rev Robert Williams had 
all the standing that comes 
with being a parish priest, and 
as he was big and burly and 
walked with a waddle, he 
would have been a distinctive 
figure in community life. 

What he looked like, nobody knows, as there 
are no known photographs of him. But we 
know what his sermons were like. 

“As a preacher he was dull and dreary. He 
read his sermons in a sleep-inducing monotone, 
frequently turning up the whites of his eyes in 
a peculiar way. . .” one account states. 

This serial droner was to live in Rhydycroe¬ 
sau for over 40 years. 

Rightful 

It was around the mid-1830s, during his 
curacy at Llangernyw, and even possibly before 
that, that he began work on a project which 
was to mark him out as one of the most emi¬ 
nent in his field. It was a Cornish dictionary. It 
was to be many years before it went to print, 
containing about 9,000 Cornish words, 
together with a large number of quotations 
intended to clarify their meanings, creating an 
invaluable record of what was then a language 
in its death throes, and which would later fade 
away completely. 

Now the story of Robert Williams’ life has 
been told in the latest book by Oswestry librar¬ 
ian Derek Williams which aims to restore him 
to his rightful place in the pantheon of Celtic 
scholars. 

“My interest in him originally stemmed from 
the Cornish connection - I’m Cornish,” said 
Derek, who was born and brought up near 
Camborne. 

“I came across him over 20 years ago and got 
involved again when I discovered his diaries. 

“As well as being a Celtic scholar interested 
in linguistics he wrote more generally as well

and was quite prominent in the area, being the 
first vicar at Rhydycroesau, and he also ran a 
private school at what was the vicarage and is 
now Pen-y-Dyffryn Hall. 

“He was interested in all the Celtic lan¬ 
guages and in making comparisons between 
them. He was well known in Celtic language 
circles and something of an authority.” 

Derek does not know if his namesake - they 


are not related so far as he knows - spoke any 
Cornish, but says he was a Welsh speaker. 

His book, “Williams, the Llawnt” is the first 
ever to examine the life and work of Robert 
Williams, who was born in Conwy and spent 
most of his working life as a rural clergyman 
and private tutor at Rhydycroesau - formerly 
Llawnt Uchay. 

Derek uses his diary and correspondence 


with other Celtic scholars to reveal the extent 
of his Welsh and Cornish studies. 

“As an exiled Cornishman, links between my 
adopted home and my homeland fascinate me,” 
he said. “The publication of the Lexicon Cornu- 
Britannicum: a Dictionary of the Ancient Celtic 
Language of Cornwall, with synonyms in 
Welsh, Breton, Irish, Gaelic and Max, was com¬ 
pleted in 1865 and helped consolidate the Rev 


Robert Williams’ reputation as one of the lead¬ 
ing Celtic scholars-cum-antiquaries of the day.” 

In the last part of his life Williams was rector 
at Culmington, near Ludlow. He died on April 
26, 1881, and is buried in the village. His tomb¬ 
stone has an inscription in Welsh, but also two 
lines from a Cornish manuscript.

AN exhibition of artwork created by chil¬ 
dren at schools around Oswestry will be 
held in the town later this month.

“There have been some very striking and talented 
entries on the theme ‘Playing’ which have shown real 
flair so it has been, once again, a very difficult chal¬ 
lenge for our judge, Mrs Joan Turner. 

“The school which Mrs Turner considered to have 
made the most effort, and therefore the winner of the 
Millicent Kaye Trophy for 2013, is Packwood Haugh 
School.” 

The club has been running the competition - open 
to all students in Years 5 and 6 in local primary 
schools - since 1966 in honour of Millicent Kaye, a 
local artist who died that year.

Audi A6 is a dream for the 
technophiles and good drive 


Drive time 

with Graham Breeze 



TODAY’S Audi owner has to be a 
special kind of person, particularly 
if driving the A6 with its advanced 
technology pack. 

The A6 3.0litre TDi S Line Quattro is a dream 
for the technophiles out there but after a week 
behind the wheel I still hadn’t worked out how 
to use half the available technology on board. 

The A6 is one of my favourite models from 
the Audi range but I just couldn’t master so 
much technology which included no less than 
nine advanced convenience and occupant pro¬ 
tection features. 

The list of entertainment and information 
included MMI navigation with fingertip recogni¬ 
tion system, a colour Driver’s Information Sys¬ 
tem, Audi Music Interface iPod connection and 
a Bluetooth mobile phone interface giving 
access to Google Earth navigation maps which 
created an in-car Wi-Fi hotspot. 

Incredibly the driver can enter a destination 
or a telephone number by drawing letters and 
numbers on the touch-sensitive control panel 
with a finger. The system provides brief 
acoustic feedback after each character so that 
eyes don’t have to be diverted from the road. 

As an alternative, advanced voice control 
also allows the city and street, phone number 
or music track to be spoken. 

The music interface conveniently integrates 
mobile players or iPhones into the on-board 


audio system, and enables tracks to be dis¬ 
played on the in-dash monitor and scrolled and 
selected via the touch pad or control knob. 

Just a few years ago I would have been writ¬ 
ing about top speeds and road holding when 
testing an Audi. 

Now there’s so much else to rave on about 
and a week simply wasn’t enough time to get 
to grips with it all. I probably missed out on so 
much. 

What so much technology does of course is 
make this Audi one of the safest cars on the 
road. 

There’s a host of warnings to the driver using 
visual and acoustic signals, and a monitoring 
system of driving conditions which initiates pro¬ 


tective measures if its sensors detect an immi¬ 
nent collision. 

These measures include everything from 
tensioning of the seatbelts, closure of the win¬ 
dows and sunroof, and automatic cautionary 
illumination of the rear brake lights to full brak¬ 
ing at up to five metres per second if an 
unavoidable impact is foreseen. 

A side-assist blind spot warning system 
kicks in at 19mph, its two rear-mounted radar 
sensors monitoring activity behind the car at a 
distance of 70 metres. 

If another vehicle moves into its ‘critical 
zone’, a yellow LED display lights up in the 
housing of the exterior mirror. If the driver then 
activates the indicator to attempt a lane 


change, the LED display then becomes 
brighter and begins to blink quickly to warn 
against the manoeuvre. 

This is Audi technology at its very best. 

On top of all this A6 is stunningly quick, has 
four-wheel drive as standard and has a luxuri¬ 
ous cabin, too.Lighter than most rivals the A6 
is nimble for such a big car with light steering . 

Five people sit in comfort and vision is 
superb all round as is the boot space which 
passed the golf club test with ease. 

This A6 top speeds at 155mph and gets you 
to 62mph in 6.1 seconds but still manages an 
average of 47mpg on the combined cycle. C02 
emission levels are high though at 156g/km.

Renault unveils a stunner - 
but it’s only a concept car 


Renault has stunned the 
industry with a 316bhp V6- 
engined city car concept. 

The Twin’Run concept, which wears 
a special one-off glass-polyester com¬ 
posite Twingo-esque bodyshell over a 
tubular steel racing chassis, is powered 
by a mid-rear-mounted 3.5-litre V6 
taken from a Megane Trophy racing car. 

The car led a three-car procession 
around the Monaco Grand Prix circuit, 
heading a Clio V6 driven by French For¬ 
mula 1 driver Charles Pic, and a classic 
Maxi 5 Turbo driven by former rally 
champion Jean Ragnotti. 

Thanks to a six-speed sequential 


gearbox, a weight of just 950kg and a 
phenomenal power-to-weight ratio of 
333bhp per tonne, the rear-wheel drive 
Twin’Run sprints from 0-62mph in 4.5 
seconds and is limited to a 155mph top 
speed. 

The Twin’Run doesn’t just have huge 
power and performance. 

“A limited-slip differential ensures 
maximum traction when exiting corners, 
while a 57 per cent rearward weight bal¬ 
ance is typical of mid-engined cars and 
should help guarantee driveability. 

Ragnotti was involved in the final tun¬ 
ing of the chassis system of 
theTwin’Run. 


He shared his impressions while tak¬ 
ing a look back at the R5. 

“Following this first drive, I’d say that 
this is a sound car with a strong pedi¬ 
gree. It’s easy to control. 

“You can feel straight away that it’s a 
sports car. In terms of balance and ride, 
it brings the R5 Turbo to mind to some 
extent,” he says. 

Despite vocal approval from fans of 
the Clio V6, Renault will not build a pro¬ 
duction version of the Twin’Run. 
Instead, the company says the con¬ 
cept’s true purpose is to hint at the 
styling of its replacement for the 
Twingo.
